Sunkist Markets 
46 Million 
Boxes Citrus 


With Glenn Shepherd, Etiwarida 
local director of the Sunkist Grow- 
ers, Inc., in attendance, annual 
meeting of the marketing group 
was held in Los Angeles yester- 
day. 

During the 1952-53 shipping 
season, Sunkist Growers market- 
ed upwards of 46 milion boxes 
of citrus fruit in fresh and pro- 
cessed form and returned $172 
million f.o.b shipping point in 
California and Arizona, Paul S. 
\rmstrong, general manager, re- 
ported. 

Total Sunkist returns were up 
$6 million over the previous year 
with fresh fruit sales accounting 
for 76 per cent of the total. 

Sunkist marketed 73 per cent of 
the citrus fruit produced in the 
two states. Marketing costs of the 
Sunkist organization were the 
lowest in five years, averaging 
only 10:6 cents per box compared 
with 12.3 cents in 1951-52.

No critical comment is justified as to the de- 
cision. 

Surely criticism, however, is justified as to 
the many months of delay between start of a 
public hearing and the conclusion of that hear- 
ing, and the manner in which the hearing was 
conducted—all within the limits of the present 
civil service ordinance in the county. 

Incidentally, Mr. Sellas, dismissed by Sheriff 
Eugene L. Mueller in May, was given permis- 
sion in the decision last week by the commis: 
sion to ask for reinstatement at a reduced sal- 
ary. He is not entitled to pay from May 22 to 
Dec. 28, according to the decision. 

While the commission modified in some 
cases, the charges against Sellas, the deputy 
sheriff nevertheless was found guilty “of the 
charge of neglect of duty, bad faith and con- 
duct unbecoming an officer,” according to a 
published report from San Bernardino. 

It is noted that Sellas was discharged in 
May. Six months later the decision comes 
from the commission. In the meantime, per- 
sonalities were discussed, delays in the hear- 
ing were permitted, and many extraneous is- 
sues injected into the situation. All of which 
tends to discourage rather than encourage the 
element of efficiency among some county em- 
ployes.

Dec. 7 Is Anniversary 
Never To Be Forgotten 


It's hard to realize that some of the events 
of world war No. 2 are now more than a dec: 
ade behind us. 


Dec. 7 marks the 12th anniversary of the at- 
tack on Pearl Harbor which all but knocked 
out our Pacific fleet and knocked us squarely 
into the world struggle. 

“Remember Pearl Harbor’ was the rallying 
cry of those war days, especially the early des- 
perate days when our fate hung more in the 
balance than most of us realized. But after 12 
years it is still important that we remember 
Pearl Harbor. It is important not for the pur- 
pose of re-kindling a feeling of bitterness to- 
ward the attacks which has long since vanish- 
ed but in order that we may never forget the 
imperative need of always keeping our guard 
up. 

The American people do not seem to have 
fear of another sneak attack. We had no fear 
of such an occurence 12 years ago, either. But 
that didn’t prevent it. In fact, it did much to 
make it possible. Thé point is that not being 
afraid doesn’t make us any safer. The only 
Practical safety lies in strong armaments and 
in alert warning systems. 

Military leaders tell us that we do not have 
such a system now because of the failure o! (ic 
American people to respond in sufficient num- 
bers to serve as plane spotters. Had we been 
more willing to make sacrifices before Pearl 
Harbor that tragedy could have been averted. 
We had better make a few now so that we may 
never have another Dec. 7. 


Faster Than The Clock 


Faster than sound planes are getting a lit- 
tle common and if the airplane pace continues, 
“faster than clock” speed will be part of the 
schedule. 

The “Flying Stiletto”, latest in the rush to 
get from here to there, could theoretically make 
it around the world in no time at all. 

Traveling at 2,000 miles an hour, it would 
reach California an hour and a half before it 
started and the international date line four 
hours before the time of takeoff. 

Carrying this thought a little further, it 
would not only enable the pilot to recapture 
yesterday, but last year, if he could keep going.

The civil service commission, appar- 
ently, was not out-of-bounds in permitting the 
Sellas hearings to drag on for six months. 

The law permits the hearings to be conduct- 
ed about as the plaintiff or his attorney wants 
them. 
dinance, of course, is to protect the interest of 
the public employes—and to provide a means 
whereby department heads may make person- 
nel changes, such changes to be in the interest 
of better public service. 

Department heads in the courthouse can see 
what happens when a reportedly unsatisfactory 
employe is discharged.

“Answers are obvious. It would be fool- 
hardy for the government to assume further ob:

able to tackle the job. It would be a financial 
absurdity for the government to spend for such 
purposes, when it could be deriving revenues.” 
Meanwhile, the Sacramento Union took a 
long geographical look at the Tennessee Valley 
authority, which has a current budget appro- 
priation of 24 million dollars. and remarked: 
“TVA provides electricity for the people in 
the Tennessee Valley and seven surrounding 
states, at the expense of the people of 41 other 
states.

Now the 
TVA customers are urging Congress to appro- 
prate another 250 million dollars to keep on 
kilowatting.

While studving these x-ray pic- 
tures for tuberculosis, 
often find early cancer of the 
lungs and conditions of the heart 
which require medical attention.

C. Paulin expressed himself as 
pleased with the air raid siren test 
conducted in this community 
Monday, Nov. 23, in conjunction 
with a state-wide test of signal 
warnings, 

We are “reasonably well set up 
on our alarm system”, Chief Paul- 
in said following the test. He re- 
ported that Upland firemen and 
policemen served as spotters sta- 
tioned in outlying areas of: the 
community to test the distance at 
which the siren could he heard. 

The Upland signal system is 
75 per cent effective, acording to 
Chief Paulin. Clarifying this state- 
ment, he said 75 per cent of the 
residents in Upland could hear 
the siren warning. The spotters 
indicated that in outlying areas 
where the local siren could not 
be distinguished, the warning sig- 
nals of Ontario, Claremont ana 
other nearby towns could be 
heard. 

“We probably reach as many 
rresidents with cur siren as any 
{other city,” Chief Paulin said.
